Typhoid fever is generally re- 
garded at the pn'sent ilay, along 
with cholera and some other <lis- 
eases, as belonging to the <dass of 
" waterborne " affections. In other 
words, it is believed that the germs 
of such diseases are carried and 
perhaps propagated, in water. 
There is little doubt that this 
theory ot typhoid fever is correct, 
and tliat in tracing any extended 
epidemic of the di.sease to its source 
we must first of all examine intothc 
condition of the water supply. 

Drinking water has pi-ovcd to be 
the cause of the spread of typhoid 
f»>ver in many epidemics in this 
ciiutitry and England; but there i> 
little comfort in this foi those who 
habitually drink something sti-onger 
than water, because, although 
during an epidemic the drinking 
water nmj be safe by (toiling, this 
is not enough. 

If the water is contaminated, the 
germs may In- introduced into the 
body while l>ru.shing the teeth or 
wiushing the face. Or auain, salads 
and fruits which are eaten raw may 
be contaminated l>y the water in 
which they are washetl. Typhoid 
fever has sometimes b(>en spread in 
a city whose water supply was 
abovi» reproach by means of milk 
and ice. 

Milk need not be watered in onh'r 
to become a vehicle of typhoid 
germs ; the germs map l>e introduced 
into cans and bottles while these 
arc being washed in water drawn 
from a contaminated well or brook 
at the dairy. Although destroyed 
liy boiling typhoid germs will resist 
a freezing temperature for a long 
time, and have been found in ice 
cut from a pond poisoned with 
sewage containing the b icilli of this 
disease. 

Another means of the spread of 
typhoid has recently been dis- 
ci»»''ei"ed in oysters. Oystennen 
frequently place oystc is in brackish 
water near the mouth of a creek or 
river in order to fatten them before 
they are brought to market. If 
this place happens to t»e near the 
mouth of asewercontaining tpyhoid 
poison, or if the creek water be 
contaminate<l, theoy.sters will take 
the virus within theirsheUs, and so 
revenge themselves on those who 
eat them raw. 

In some puzzling cases of typhoid 
it has l»een supiiosed that live fo(»d 
was infected by flies, which had 
carried the germs a long distance 
on their feet — a stn>ng argument 
for the pro|M>r care of food in the 
fly season. 

These are only a few of the ways 
in which this disease may bespread, 
but they are enough to show that, 
so far from feeling surprised that 
the disonler should be so common, 
we may rather wonder that we are 
not all its victims.

Of all the questions that natural 
;»henomena have ma<le men iisk 
•iince moi\ first lived in the world 
')ne of the most interesfinir has 
always b'-en: "How was the earth 
made and how did tneri eottie to live 
on it?" 

Among ancient peoples atid sa- 
vages who underslaiid very little of 
natural laws, and who knew very 
little aiiout ouigreat world, we finri 
what is to be ex(M.'cfed, that the 
stories of creation are very simple. 

Our Indians were savajies not of 
the lowest order but still possesMinir 
no literature, no written lanKiiiige 
ind few ideas of natural laws, 
From them we have the followifig 
story. 

In the beginning there was a 
'.^reat sea on the surface of which 
float^Hl a large laft. In this raft. 
Iiv(-d all the animals under ttie rule 
)fNichal)o, the great rabliit. Th< 



the ash tree and woman from the 
alder. 

Then we have a story with which 
we all arc familiar, the wonderful 
story of the Jews, which we find in 
the Bible. The other two stories 
do not truly go back to the begiti- 
iiitig. . Tlic Bible story docs and 
says " In the iieginning" (lod creat- 
ed heaven and earth. Then it tells 
how he developed from a (ormleHS 
mass the lan<l, tlie plants, the stars 
and sun and moon, the fish and 
fowl, and then land animals and 
man. 

Since all these stories were writ- 
ten df)wn, wise men have discover- 
cA many wondc^rful laws and fa«-ts 
about our univeise, an<l have en- 
deavored to fill out the simple and 
meager early accounts of creation 
svith a story that will agree with 
all tlie facts »ind laws that we 
know. 

In the first place,' tlie nioflern 
story must recogpize . the law of 
(.gravitation. Secondly, tln^ laws of 
conservation of fonje and matter ; 
and thirdly, it must explain the 
facts we have learned about the 
movements of ouf .solar system. 
We find 'our solar syt-tcni comfiosed 
of liiriit [)lan<'ts moving about the 
sun in the same plane, in almost 
circular orbits in the h»mu- direction 
that the siin rotatcH. We find also 
that their own axial rotation, and 
the axial and arbital rotation of 
their satelites, is in general in tlie 
same plarni an<l direction with th<! 
planetary movements. The small 
planets are cold ai:d hard, the bin-e 
ones soft and hot. 

The story, which scienti^ir. fiiM- 
to explain all this, is called the 
nebular hypothesis. It was first 
thouirht of by Swedenberg, Kant 
and Place, independently, in the 
last century. It has been changed 
iomewhat since then, to agree bet- 
ter with more recent facts that 
iiave been iirought to light. The 
neliular hyjiothesis >^ays that in tlie 
be«innin;i there was a nebula — a 
hot gas of very light consistency 
prevading the; space of onr >iolar 
system and far beyond. This, 
Through the law of gravitation, as- 
siimcfd a spherical shape. iVlotion 
was set up by the fact that some 
parts were not of equal density as 
others and this developed intoa cir- 
cular motion just as that of water 
running from the lK)tloni of a tub. 
The gas lieiny liotter tlian its sur- 
roiitnlings, gave oflC heal and so con- 
tractcfl. But in order to keep tip 
the same momentum as it had lie- 
fore (for it could loKC no nioiiieii- 
liim by the law of the <!on.servation 
of (f/ii'igy) it must have rotated 
faster and faster. By contracting 
It also mainiaineii iin oriMlnul tem- 
perature. The more tlie contrac- 
tion the more rapN was tho motion 
about the axis, till the mass fiattencd 
at (he poles and bulged at its equa- 
tor. This bulging increased, and 
the rapidity of revolution caused 
lumps or rings to sefiaratc from the 
outside edge. These masses natur- 
ally kept up their motion in the 
same direction and plane of the 
motion of the original mass. The 
lumps or rings assumed sjiherical 
form as iiefore explainc'l with the 
nebula and made our planets, 
Lumps or rings again separated fiom 
the smaller mass, and ma<le the 
satelites. Gradually crusts formed 
on the outer surfarj© of tfie smaller 
ones as they contraeted, ho they

One day she 
licked the ice from hair; the next 
day as she kept lickinu, a hc-ad ap- 
pejued, and on the third day the 
whole form of a god sfirang foifh.

This wonderful story ex| lains 
many things we know now to be 
true. It explains the/iebula still 
in the heavens. It explains the 
Zodiacal light. It explains the 
flattening of the planets at their 
poles. We can 8<>e also the smallest 
[ilanetH would cool off the fastest 
and become hard and cold, as Mer- 
curyand Venus are, while thtr outer 
ami laiKc planets are still soft and 
warm. It explains the rings on 
Saturn, the previous heat of our 
own earth and the fa-!t that the 
earth is still hot inside. 

Probably no theory ever carried 
s<j wide a range of facts. 

Vet when we compare this com- 
plicated story with the simple tale 
of the Bilde, we see many resem- 
blances. In the first lack of form of 
the world we can sec the nebula. 
In the tlevtdoptncnt of sea, land, 
jilants, and animals and man, we 
can see the wime tirder in both 
stories. 

But the great necessity that we 
must have imjiressc*! on us more 
and more as w(! study Ihis wonder- 
ful theory with all its laws of un- 
changeable truth, is that we must go 
back U> the Bilile story atid confess 
"In the beginning" God crcnU'fl 
heaven and earth. We see the 
absolute necessity of an All-Wise 
('rcat/>r. He made the formless 
mass in the beginning. He made 
the laws which we are findini; 
more wonderful every day. His 
wonderful wisdom and creative 
power working unerringly for per- 
haps millions of yeai-s devc^loped thf 
world and we who live in it.

" Wo have a big reading room 
which you can use fretdy any day 
in the week. We have a big gym- 
nasium which is also at your ser- 
vice. 

"We have a kitchen with complete 
set of dishes and a big gas range, 
where you couM get up any kiiul of 
little refieshments for a social 
iiKMding. Now all this with heat 
and light and attendancti you may 
liav(^ if you will take it without 
any charge at all. It is/rw." 

The rooms he offers to an organiz- 
ed Bocifity consists of a gymnasium 
and reading-room at top, kitchen, 
dining halls and a large rt^ceplion 
room on se<'(m(l floor, and some more 
looms (jO spare. A most generous 
olTer, indeed, and which will be 
takiin advantiige of in the near 
future. The Episcopal Church 
members, naturally, feel grateful 
to tho Rector for his offer.

When the Cinematographe or 
moving picture machine was first 
invented a few years ago, it was 
believed that it would amount to 
little morethan .m ingeniousscienti- 
ftc toy. 'Phe Fden Mu.see was one 
of the first institutions in this 
country to .secure it. Ii amounted 
lo little in its unperfected condition. 
But the Musee employed skilled 
inccdianics, and the result was that 
changes were gradually made which 
eau.sed the Cinematographe to be- 
come a wonderful instrument No 
less than a dozen inventions w«>re 
made and perfected liy these me- 
chanics, and the result is that tlie 
machines used at the Musee now 
are mor(> perfect than any othiMs in 
the world. 'Phe vibration of the 
pictures is reduee<l to a minimum, 
and the scenes are reproducetl so 
distinctly that it seems like seeing 
the original scene. It was the 
Musee which first attempted to re- 
produced the pictures in colors and 
the success met with is shown by 
the fact that recently the whole sec- 
ond act of the opt>ra Martha was re 
produced at th<> Musee in colors. 
Over forty thousand pictures were 
used and each picture was colored 
by hand. With iini)roved photo- 
graphic machines, artists of the 
Musee have been in almost every 
part of the worlii. The recent war 
with Spain was photograhed and 
there is exhibited daily at the 
Musee a Pancu-ama of the whole 
war from Tampa to the Battle of 
San .luan, and the surriMider of 
Santiago. It is this gr(>at success 
that has caused the (^iiiematographe 
to become a permaiuMit feature of 
the Musee ami henceforth the Musee 
will be known as the " Home of the 
Cinematographe." Other pleasure 
institutions gives 0(H«asional exhibi- 
tions of moving pictures, but they 
aie made a chief feature at the 
Musee. An exhibition is given 
every hour and there is a new set 
of views each hour. Thus it is 
possilile for visitors to see as many 
sets tif vi<Hvs as ihey ilesire. The 
most interesting and elaborate sets 
of pictures are u.sed. Sumeof them 
seem to be magical illusituis and 
even bordering on the supernatural. 
The other features of the Musee are 
not neglected. I'he afternoon and 
evening concerts are always popu- 
lar and interesting, and the wax 
groups, countless in number, are a 
continual and lusting source of 
insirnetion and entertainment.

The 
writing is crabbed and the paper on 
.vhich the words are written is re- 
.;arded with veneration by every 
one in the laboratory, because il 
was one of the things that led 
Thomas A. Edison to become an 
inventor. Naturally, there is an 
interesting tale liehind it, and the 
ilher day Mr. Edison told it to an 
dd friend who called upon him to 
alk over the days of his youth 
Here are th< <• r.io .,^ (,,, reineinber- 
;d them. 

" During iiio war 1 used to sell 
papers on the railroad between De- 
iroitand Port Huron. Many of the 
owns ahuig the way liad ikj local 
newsdealers, and the people used to 
come down to the station every day 
tnd buy papers of the train boys. 
I used to get around to the news- 
paper office before daylight every 
lay, and so, from loafin;r anjiiiid 
the composing room, I «ol to know 
■teveral of the printers. We used 
to laugh and joke with one another 
md we became pretty good friends 
One morning I went into the office 
IS usual and found every one in a 
date of excitement. Instead of 
joking, the printers were running 
ibout getting the takes or putting 
them in the forms, an<J the make-uj) 
men were staiidingon tiploe arouiul 
the stones justifying the type with 
i nervousness which they did nr>l 
usually show. I aked several 
vvhat was the matter, liut they paid 
no attention to me. I couldn't 
understand it. Finally I grabbed 
one fellow liy the apron as he stall- 
ed for the stone and yelled at him 
to tell ine what the trouble was.

Why, 
I never irot off the sand pile, and I 
was a sight when they got through. 
"Well, when I pulled myself 
together and pinned up the rents 
so I couhl go into town, and count- 
ed rny money, I fr^und I was about 
♦ LOO ahead on the day. I went 
back and paid my bill at the pajier 
office, and the money, well, I did 



But what 
was more lo llie point, I saw that 
all that happeiKtd had really re- 
sulted from those tcdegrams. I 
thought if the telegraph would do 
such a wonderful thing, there must 
be something in it worth studyin^r.

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A gyninasium director ol' long 
exi)eriences disappioves of shoulder 
braces. They weaken, so he 
thinks, the muwjles whose function 
it is to k<tep the siioulders in the 
normal position. This they do in 
two ways : by relieving the muscles, 
of their work, and liy pultitiji a 
coiistraint ui)r)n them, so depriving 
them of a normal sup|)ly of blood. 

Instead of artificial shoulder 
braces, he recoinnr<;nds I he frequent 
and jiresistent use of exercises 
specially adapted to promoted an 
erect carri igo. 

It is not enough, he say, to work 
an hour or so daily in atrymnasium. 

The projter exercises should taken 
many times a day, and Iher-efoi'e be 
of a sort that can be practiced any 
anyvvher<s and wilhout special ap- 
paratiisr Some of the habits and 
exercises on which he laysstrees are 
as follows: — 

I. Make il a rule to keep the bacrk 
of the ri(!ck close to the back of the 
collar. 

'-i. Roll the shoulders back ward 
and dowriwar'd. 

'i. Try to squeeze the shoulder 
Irlades together many times a <lay. 

4, Stand erect at short intervals 
duriut; the day— " head up, chin in, 
chesi out, shouid«u-s back." 

■6. Walk or stand with the hands 
clasped behind the back and tin- 
elbows wide ajrart. 

0. Walk aboul, or eveinun up- 
stairs, with from ten to forty jrounds 
on the top of the head. 

7. Try to look at the top of your 
highcut vest or ycuir necktie. 

H Practice the arm movtunents 
of br-east-stroke swimming while 
standing or walking. 

9. Hold the arms 
back. 

10. Carry a cane 
b<diind the small of 
behind the neck. 

II. Put the hands on the hi[is, 
with elbows back and finyer-s for- 
ward. 

Vi. Walk with the thumbs in the 
armholes of (lie vest, but keep 
your hands out of your trousers 
[rockets. 

i;j. Wheir walking, swing the 
arms and shouhb^rs stnrngly bnck- 
war<l. 

14. Stand n(rw and then during 
the da.\ with all th(( poslorior [larlH 
of the body so far as jrossible, touch- 
ing a verti<"al wall. 

The for'cgoing exeecises, il will 
be seen, are happily varicMl, and 
are, many of them, such as crrii be 
practiced by anybody in altnost 
any occupation. If he cannot use 
one he can another. 

The dlre<dor goes orr to say that 
even in a gymnasium a man must 
\){'. rrn his guard atrairrst fcrrrns of 
exercises that tend t(r inducea stoop- 
ing posture. "As round shoulder- 
ed as a gymnast," he says, has al- 
most jrassed irrto a iiroverb. 

H(f recommends also whathecalls 
a " lie-a-be<l exer(Mse " "Stand on 
the back of the head, (he back 
shouldr^rs, and the heels by arching 
the back," and repeat operation a 
dozen times or so every day. —

Slender Iron ladders are often 

seen attacdicd to great sin<rkesta<'k8, 
and especially to biu, lofty fire- 
brick lined stacks of iron. Sorne- 
lim«'S in the <!ase of twin iron 
chimneys standirrg close t<rgclher a 
light spiral stairway is run up be- 
tween them to the top, serving (he 
[rurpose of a ladder and being more 
convenient. 

It doesn't cost very iriindi to 
build in a ladder as the chimrrej' 
goes Uf), and there is then iir place 
a permanent and convcni(Uit tneajis 
of getting at any part of the chim- 
ney, inside or out, for any pur 
pose. Brick chimneys are some- 
times lirre<l with (irebri<'k, and they 
are also somelimes built with a 
space between tin- flue and the out- 
er- Hlructure. If for arry reasotr il 
should be desired to get at the In- 
terior of a chimney, the ladder 
affords a ready and convenient 
means of access to (he top, fr-om 
which a man (;an be lower'cd in a 
bo.s'n's chair. Irr lire case of chim- 
ney cafrs, built j)erha|>s of a 
number of pieces, the ladder gives 
a <!r)nvenient means, alreirdy irr 
place, for gelt itrg at the loj) of the 
chimney for any repairs that may 
be n"C(;s.Hary. 

Th«^ more <!ommon uses of the 
ladder, Irowvver, ar'i> those to which 
it is primarily devote<f on Iron 
chimneys, upon which it is most 
comiriorily I'crund — to make more 
('(rnveiiient the periodical iirspeetion 
of the ehiirrney and lo make tlu' 
chimney easier of access for its 
regirlar {painting. — Nev Ynrl.- Sinn.
